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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' amendment filed on July 19, 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 1- 
12 and 17 are canceled. Claims 13-16 and 18-19 are amended. Now, Claims 13-16 
and 18-19 are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 102 in the previous Office Action (Paper 
No. 041506) is/are moot. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in prior Office Action(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 13-16 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In Claims 13 (line 7), 16 (line 8), 18 (line 7) and 19 (line 8), it is not clear as 
to what "types" refers to. Should it be removed? 

In Claims 13 (page 4, lines 13 and 19), 16 (page 7, lines 13 and 19), 18 
(lines 9 and 15) and 19 (page 13, lines 4 and 10), "may be" renders the instant 
claims indefinite. Should it be replaced with ~ are — ? 

In Claims 13 (page 3, line 16), 16 (page 6, line 16), 18 (page 9, line 11) and 
19 (page 12, line 7), other than being identical to AF, it is not clear as to what 
"applicational functional group(s)(UF)" refer to. 

6. Claims 13, 16 and 18-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action. 

Maruyama discloses a method of coating a textile substrate with a 
crosslinkable silicone composition. The composition comprises a MDT resin 
containing hydrolyzable groups and at least one of a silicate (e.g., ethyl silicate, n- 
propyl orthosilicates, etc.), a polydimethylsiloxane end-capped with hydroxyl 
groups, amino-containing alkoxysilanes, etc. (col. 1, lines 54-63, col. 2, lines 14- 
54, col. 7, line 54 to col. 8, line 6 and Examples) Optionally, additives such as 
solvent, etc can be used. (col. 7, lines 37-48) The composition can be cured as 
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described in col. 8, lines 7-17. However, Maruyama does not teach or fairly 
suggest the mixture (A-3) set forth in the claimed invention. 

7. Claims 14-15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The patentability of the instant claims is described in the previous paragraph.
